The sUtrment mm 
made that tht; jewelry found on the 
person was the Hame us tuat known 
to have been worn by the young 
woman befora she became the wife of 
Knapp, and that there is not the 
Bllghtest doubt of her identity. Care- 
ful work of the embalmerg did much 
to restore th« appearance ot the body. 
Ike remains will be sent to Hamilton. 
Ohlef of Police Kuemiiierlliig of Ham- 
ilton accompanied the two men to New 
Albany and will be In charge of the 
body. 

The matter of identification was ex- 
tiemely difficult Toe bodjr is green 

from long exposure to the water, tberi 
lit not a hair on the head and the body 
Is nude save for a stix-klng on each 
leg. It is believed the body Is that of 
Hannah Goddard Knapp, and that it 
was put in a rough box SBd thrown 
into the Miami river at Hamtitbn. O., 
Dec. 22, floated on out of the Miami 
and into the Ohio and down past Lou- 
tarvHle, where It rose to the surface 
Sl|d was discovered. 

The Identification of the body was 
almost made certain by a minute de- 
scription telegraphed by the authorl- 
tlw ot Hamilton. lo the ears were 
gold wire earrings, ahd ou the third 
linger of the left' band was an em- 
bossed ring with three little birds and 
an owl. On her legs were black stock- 
ings, and on the right leg. Just above 
tlif ankle, was a dark bruise, in every 
rartlctilar the body of the (Inat'er was 
found to tally with the miDUie descrip- 
tion of his wife given by Knnpp la his 
eoafesslon.

-Knapp says he Is the man who, in the 
summer ot 18M, assaulted a girl at 
New Madrid Bend, on the Mississippi 
river, in Lake County, M<8«ourl. He 
says he was rhnbed by a mnb bent on 
linchlng him. and that he held a big 
crowd at bay with a Winchester rifle. 

K^app is appearing to feel pleased 
over the recovery of the bndy of Han- 
nah Goddard, saying that he is glad It 
will have a decent burial. He also re- 
peats that he was desirous ot heading 
the searching party. He requested the 
sheriff to get a photographer for him,

Toledo, March 3. — David ReMeen 
and Jamea-RoMsptt. reepeeMv^ly pres- 
ident and cashier of the Ohio Savings 
Bank and Trust compan> ; Wlilard 
Roblson, president of the David Rob- 
Ison, Jr., * Sons' bank; Ho^ce Buy- 
dam, aecretary of the Milbum Wagon 
works, and W. F. Webb, ooachman for 
the Roblsons, were badly injured In a 
street car and carriage collision while 
returning from a theater. The car. 
going at a high rate of speed, struck 
the equipage squarely on the side, 
smashing part of It to apllnters and 
p?£clpltatlng the occupants to the 
pavement. 

Insurgents Still Active. 

Manilla, March 3. — Ladrones cap- 
tured the town of Ous, in the province 
of Albay. They at first disarmed the 
municipal police and then surprised 
the constabulary garrison. A few ot 
the constabulary obtained rifles and 
resisted stoutly, but they were finally 
overcome. A few of the constabulary 
were killed and 16 were captured. At 
the request of General All'>n, General 
Davis will furnish two companies ot 
scouts to assist the cansiabulary In 
suppressing the disorder in Albay 
provlncp, polonel Scott nas been sent 
to Albajr to command the Joint forces. 

Princess Louise's Farewell. 

Geneva. March 3. — The departure of 
Prlncesa Louise for LIndau was so 
well managed that nothing was known 
of her vo^ii^e until daughter and 
'^inotker met tk LIndau. Mbre quttlng 
La Materlch the princess presented 
many souvenirs to her attendants and 
also gave a handsome present to Dr 
Martin. She wrote a toucning letter 
of adieu to M. GIron, sa>;ng it was 
better that they should part and break 
off all relations, ooaeltidlng: ^'^It is for 
the salM ot my children." 

Carnsflle. to k'rinetten. 

New York, March S. — Andrew Car 
negle has given Princeton university 
11,000,000 for the construction et a 
graduate school. The gift is made as 
a payment of a debt of gratitude Mr. 
Carnegie felt that he owed his physt 
clan, Dr. Joseph J. Oarmany. who at- 
tended him during his recent Illness 
In Europe. Dr. Oarmany declined to 
accept a personal gift, but suggested 
that something be offered Priaeeton, 
fiom which Dr. Qaniuuiy was gradu- 
ated in 1879. 

Pattern Makers Strike. 

Cincinnati, March 3. — The Pattern 
Makers' union has ordered a strike 
here. The entire membership of the 
organization, about 100, have declined 
to go to work except upon an Increase 
of 10 per cent In the wnge scale, 
which now runs from $19 bO to |2S. 
Every shop In the city devoted exclu- 
sitely to the making of patterns Is 
without hands, while in the shops at- 
tached to foundries only a lew pattern 
makers were at their benches.

MAJORITY OVERCOME THE MINORITY. 



Senate Wrestling With important 
Measnrcs, Bat Much Will 
uutlM W9f the Kxtns 
.Cengresslsnal Mows. 



Washington, March 3.— 7 ae senate 
entered upon the last legislative day 
of the Fifty-seventh congress, as there 
will be no adjonnment tilt IX o'clock 
Wednesday, when the cong-ces expires 
by limitation. A resolution was adopt- 
ed continuing until the next regular 
seeslon the standing and -felect com- 
mittees. The conference reports on 
the sundry civil bill were agreed to. 

Mr. Hoar called up the conference 
report on the hill to pruter*. ihe presi- 
dent. Mr. Bacon (Ua.) declared that 
the alleged oonfereooe repoict it • bin 
which, with the exception of one sin- 
gle sentence, had never boen read in 
the senate. The bill, he said, is far- 
reaching in Its character and abso- 
Ivtely snbverslTe of the fnndamentai 
principles upon which the goveraa^ent 
Is founded. Replying, Mr. HOtr IMtlst- 
ed that the conference report was the 
senate bill in its entirety. w:th the ex- 
ception of th* matter po*tnliilar to 
anarchists. 

On a yea and nay vote the senate 
refused to take up the pure tond bill — 
2K to 32. The Aldrich bill was then 
taken up, and Mr. Aldrich took the 
flc-or. He had. he said, been greatly 
snrprtsed at the attitude of certain 
Democratic sfnators. Tne national 
banking system, he declared, is be- 
yond the power of the sen iter from 
Alkanaas and the senator from Ken- 
tucky to destroy, it to not bad by 
their graoo or the pArty tn^ repre 
sent. 

In the Heuee. 

V.'asliinKton. Mairh W. — When the 
house reconvened tnere wrs a large 
attendance on the floor and galleries 
were well filled. As soon as Chairman 
Henderson called the houiie to order 
Mr. Richardson, the mmorlty leader, 
attempted to make tne point of no 
quorum, but the speaker recognized 
Mr. Payne to demand ui'* yeas and 
nays on the pending qnnstlon — the 
the adoption of the conference report 
on the immigration hlli. Mr. Richard- 
son insisted that hi.R point was good, 
but the speaker overruled him, and 
when the Democratic leader api>ealed 
from the decision he declined to en* 
tertain the appeal on the ground that 
it was dilatory. Thi$ roport waa sAppt- 
ed— 197 to 17. 

Mr. Cannon preeented the confer- 
ecce report on the sundrv civil bill. 
He pleaded with the minority to dis- 
pense with the readlnp of the report 
ill extenso. but Mr. Klchaidsoa was 
obdninte and refused consent ' 

Serious Disagreement. 
Washington, March 3. — 'Ibere is a 
serious difference over the naval ap- 
propriation bill, and the prospects are 
that a disagreement will be reported. 
The point In (li;-ipiite is tne increabe ot 
the navy, the house staading for Its 
program of large ahips and the senate 
as firmly insisting upon its provtoloas 
for smaller ships. 

Rivers Falling. 

Pittsburg. March — Thy rivers are 
falling rapidly, and biisine's along the 
wharf has assumed Its normal condi- 
tion. tBo swiftness with which the 
water is going down caused the men 
employed on river and wharfboats tied 
up along the banks an anxious period. 
Nobody would go to sleep, as the fail- 
ing water made it necessary for all to 
gc to work. John Cnft, assistant en- 
gineer of the towboat Iron Age, while 
at work on the boat fell overboard and 
was drowned. The Monongahela Coal 
company Is preparing to send out coal. 
The southern shipment wiP reaeh sev- 
eral million bushels. 

Oas Inapeetere Strike. 
Chicago, March S. — The strike of 

inspectors In the employ of the Peo- 
ple's Gaslight and Coke company, 
which wns iinlorscil liy fae Federation 

of Labor, was actively Inaugurated, 19 
inspectors sent out by tne company 
having left their work at the request 
of the members of tne Gas inspectors' 
union who had been discharged. The 
company executed a shrewd move by 
ordering the Inspeetor not to report 
at the office, bat la ft diiWij to work 
from their homes.

Philippine Imports and iKperts. 

Washington, March 3.— The bureau 
of Insular affairs of the v.ar depart- 
ment has received the complete ofllclal 
fl|piM of Philippine committee on 
eonmeree for November. IMX, the im- 
portations for which month exclusive 
ol gold and sliver and government sup- 
plies, were valued at, approximately. 
13,000,000. or slightly In excess of the 
average trade during eleven months of 
the calendar year during IWt. Mors 
than half of this amount 1r credited 
to the purchase of food articles, and 
is due. in a great measure, to crop 
failures. The exports show a trade of 
nearly $3,600,000, being the largest 
monthly export showing since Ameri- 
can occupation, with the ovreptlon of 
that for Sepfbmber last. Hemp ship- 
ments approximated three fourths of 
this amount, nearly 12.00^,000 worth 
being sent to the United States. 

Mayor Ames Talks. 
Hancock, N. H., March 3.— Former 
Mayor Albert A. Anea of Minneapolis, 

who is here awaiting the result of ex- 
tradition proceedings, said, in the. 
course of an Interview: 'I am per- 
fectly willing to go back and face the 
efcarges, but I really do not feel able. 
I know that I am not strung enough 
to stand the journey, and the physl- 
ctons advise against It.

Crane was brought 
tf- the meeting under police protection, 
and at the conclusion of tti<> in\('slii;a- 
tion be was ordered to leave the city, 
which he Is supposed to have done. 

President Francis L}<>Darts. 
Paris, March 3. — Presldout France 
ot the St Ixiuis exposition started 
for Madrid after devoting the morning 
to a further exchange or visits. He 
also went to : le chamber of commerce 
and to the bourse. Mr. Francis held 
an Informal levee, several hundred 
Icadeni ot the financial world crowd- 
ing around him while M. l.agrave, the 

C( mmlssloncr of France to the exposi- 
tion, presented the leading cttlcials of 
the various chambers. All tnose pres- 
ent had something good to say of the 
exposition. 

From the Philippines. 
San Francisco, March S.— The Uni- 
ted States transport Rieridan has sr- 

rlved from the Phlllpplnea. She left 
Manilla on Fob. 6 and Niganakl on 
Feb. 13. She brought 97 cabin jtassen- 
gers and \,lti In the steerage, includ- 
ing 404 marines, SIS dtaoharged men 
and 42 sick, 7 insane and 4B« casuals. 
Only one death occurred during the 
voyage. The Sheridan took the place 
for this trip ot the Sherman, which 
reeentir straek n rook and was foreed 
to put Into Hongkong tor rop airs.

Rome, March 3.— From sunrise all 
Rome was on the alert and showing 

most unusual animation aiid tntereat 
in the clebratlon of the tweuty-flftb 
anniversary of the eoronatfon ot Pope 
Leo XUL 

The soene of the piasia et St Pe- 
ter's was magnificent. Tnere were 
absembled many hundreds of Italian 
troops in various modern uniforms, 
making a strlkini contraat to the me- 
dieval costumes ot tne Swiss papal 
guard on duty at the brouse doors of 
the cathedral. The crowds which 
gathered before the flrst cordon of 
tioops were impatient as thoy stood 
dripping under the persistent rain. 
There was a great clashing ot umbrol- 
las and a general feeling of discomfort 
among the waiting sightseora. who in- 
cluded very many women in most va- 
ried attire, comprising foreigners of 
all nationalities, the uniformity of the 
crowd being pleasantly bioken by 
Rioiips r)f si.Kters in th" difforent 
gowns of their orders. Catholic stu- 
dents and picturesquely attired friars. 

When finally the doors of St Peter's 
wero opened an almost Int'.escribable 
strtiggle occurred, in which all present 
forgot the rules of holiness and strove 
bard, with push of elbows and feet, to 
reach the interior ot the sa/>red edifice. 

At 11 o'clock preeiaely the great 
bell of St. Peter's rang out a signal, 
which was followed by the elanging of 
the liclls of al)out ."iOO ch\irches In 
Rome, as they sounded the announce- 
ment that the pontiff was on his way 
tc the basilica. The life of the ancient 
city seemed to pause for «i moment, 
hats were raised and the sign of the 
CI OSS was made. Shortly afterward, 
inside St. Peter's, silver trumpets 
blared out their message, and the pon- 
tiff appeared. The people held their 
breath for a moment, and flien all the 
pe nt up entliusiasm burst forth In a 
tremendous roar of welcome. 

Meanwhile the pope proceeded slow- 
ly on what seemed a carpet of heads, 
absorbing the entire atteitirn of the 
vast throng. When the pope arrived 
at the throne the ceremony proceeded 
rapidly. Leaving the sedia gestatoria. 
the pontiff knelt and prayed, and then 
rcse without annlstance, donned the 
falda and the new triple f.Town, and 
the cclchration of Ihe mass hegan. 

The pope admlnstered the papal 
benedlctton and ratired to a room far 
restoratives, prepared on purpose 
every time he goes to b't. Peter's. 
There, addressing T^r. I^an^ni, his prl 
\ate physician, the pontiff ^nld: "You 
see that after all your wirnings the 
ceremony did me good. What touch- 
Ing loyalty!" 

Tt was cnlculrMcd that flmre were 
about T.'i.OdO ix'ople pr<'s»'nt. There 
were about 1.000 Amerlcins in the 
tribunes and the body of the church. 

English Catholics Uneasy. 
London, March 8. — Much uneasiness 
is cauaed among English Roman Catb- 
ollcs by the repor.s trom Rome of the 
increasing feebleness of the pope. The 
Vatican keeps its secrets more closely 
than any foreign office in Europe, and 
Cardinal Rampolla Is not likely to cre- 
ate alarm by premature oisclosures. 
The Influential Roman Ca'nollcs here 
are remembering the pope's advanced 
age and are not reassured by the press 
dispatches giving an account of the 
consistory or by statements of hla 
physical condition. ( ardin,*)' N'aughan 
is expected to <'xert as m\icn intluenoe 
as Cardinal .Manning did in his time In 
determining the succession, and he is 
reportied to he convinced that the re- 
lations between the ^■nt!.•an and the 
Quidinal require an Miiihi'; pope, and 
that no foreign carahial ("in mlequate- 
ly represent the claims of lue papacy 
to temporal soveralgnty. 

Indiana Miners. 
Terre Haute, March 3.— The bitu- 
minous miners of Indiana district No. 

ll met here in annual convention. 
About 100 delegates are present, rep- 
resenting 9,000 men. One of the prin- 
cipal subjects that will cume beforo 
the eonvention will be the proposed 
consolidation of the district with dis- 
trict No. 8, composed of block doal 
miners.
